CYNICAL CONTRADICTION 
BrlK.-Gen. Robert W. JoSnaon, former WPB 
vice-chairman, has urged that new factories 
vital to the national defense or welfare be 
dispersed, and that at least some of them be 
built underground. It is difficult to argue 
with Generof Johnson's contention that we 
should be alert and prepared now rather 
than, as In the past, after catastrophe has 
stVuck. 

At the same time there Is an appalling air 
of pessimism and cynicism about this prac- 
tical suggestion. Nor Is it the only situation 
which today calls forth a depressing reaction. 
Bernard Banich says that wc should Iceep on 
manufacturing atomic bombs until an inter- 
national agreement on control Is reached 
The government coys,, or Implies, that the 
Increasingly unpopular presence of our troopa 
In China must continue lest that country 
bo taken over by the Russian Communlsta. 
And so on. 

All of thb represents eminently logical 
thinking. We must remain strong, iteep 
armed, guard our atomic secrets, prepare 
for emergency even as we tallc of disarma- 
ment and the pooling of atomic Information, 
Other governments are also sleeping with 
their weapons at their sides. It woiUd be loUy 
Jot our government to Ignore It. , 

But what Is all this doing to the prospecta 
lor peace? How can statesmen resolve the 
cynlcsl contradiction in their own minds? 
. We don't know the answers. Wc can only hope 
~ and pray that' they are ^gh-mlnded and 
groat-thlnded anough to pursue their world- 
saving tasks undisturbed by the clamorous 
distraction of mutual suspicions.

The committee, It seems, is alarmed over 
the fact that so many cities in the United 
States, many as large as 100,000 population, 
have only one dally newspaper. 
In pointing out the economic reasons why 
. the smaller cities cannot Support two dally 
. newspapers, Editor £i Publisher called atten- 
tion to the fact that as of Jan. 1. 104e, there 
were 1,412 towns and cities with dallies in 
the United States, but 1,0B7 of these had only 
: one dally newspoper. , 

Not so long ago the- American- Mercury 
magazine commented along these some lines 
by pointing out that "competition la extinct 
In 85 per cent of the cities of the United 
States In which dallies are published." 

But It went even further In Its analysis 
of this Interesting but generoiiy unlcnown 
: fact: 

"In 40 out of the B3_^merlcan cities with 
populations of 100,000 or more, all the English 
language dallies arc published by a single 

■ company, without competition. The same 
: situation prevails In 71 out of the 106 Amer- 
: leap cities with populations ranging from 
: 50,000 t(i 100.000. And In cities under 50,000, 

there is virtually no competition aV all."

That conlldenoe they lack Just 
now andj this distrust is a continuing 
sentiment, passing frctn one admin- 
istration to another. The Democrats 
investigated the Republicans and 
had a gaudy time of 11. as when Fer- 
dinand Pecora waa needling J, P. 
Morgan and some press-agent plant- 
ed a female midget on the old man'f 
knee. Out of that the people got thi 
SEO to restrain the larcenous ten- 
dencies of some types ot awlndlers, 
and Pecora got a Job on the bench In 
New York. 

Ai could have been anticipated 
when the new deol came In. lh< 
temptation lo steal, whether feloni- 
ously or by means of clever IllUc 
'schemes having the color of legality, 
was certain to conquer the weak 
Moral resistance of many of the 
Impoeters who came bounclnit Into 
Washington to the tunc of "Happy 
Days Are Here Again" In 1B33. How; 
at the end of o cycle, the Republi- 
cans are In charge, with 4utltcirlty 
to invutlgate the rascaU whom 
they have Juit turned out. and loud 
times are ahead. 

It President Trman pcrmlU the 
committees, and parllcuUrly hla 
own old w|r Investigation com- 
mittee, to examine income tax re- 
turns, as President Rooeevelt al- 
lowed Democratic committees lo ex- 
amine and tlsunt the returns of 
others, the contrasS- between Ihe 
public professions and the private 
operations of many eminent bleed- 
ing.hurta will be revealed. Not even 
the Ute president's own returns 
would necessarily be exempt. 

The princlpsl failure which may 
be held responsible Idt the ecmtln- 
uatlon of these Investigations by 
congress Is chargeable to the de- 
partment of Ju.itlce, Attorneys gen- 
eral, being pollHclans and appoint- 
ees of their respective prcsldtnls. 
Instinctively shrink from the poln- 
tul duly of exposlnK ro-scallty by 
their own political kin. to ihr dis- 
credit of their own parties. Tlierc 
have been exceptions. bu6 tjist Is 
the rule. . . . 

Irtider the new deal the situation 
In the deportment of Ju.itlce has. 
been tlio worse because the depart- 
ment Itself has Rrown ,io Inrge and 
BO many men have held the Job of 
nltomey general under Roosevelt 
and President Trimian that It has 
been very dlffleutt for them lo know 
all the people undrr them and keep 
ft'ware of what they were doing. A»- 
(ilslants ot many de urcw are dumped 
Into the department to serve dub- 
ious purpoeu, if only to get In- 
formation. 

When Thurman Arnold was an 
assistant attorney general running 
the - anU-tru.1t division, he Impa- 
tiently denied one day that a com- 
munist could get a Job In the de- 
partment. He then was given the 
name ot an Impudent young ImI- 
shevlk who had boasted thst he 
was a member of the pariy, and In- 
quiry showed than he was working 
under Arnold himself. But Amold 
had never heard of him. 

Two yeara ago the treasury sent a 
report to Ihe department of Justice 
Indicating that an Intimate associ- 
ate of President Roosevelt had 
cheated on his Income tax. Noth- 
ing happened, however, until a few 
weeka ago. when a reporter tietdled 
the attorney geneml's office, re- 
vealing on aggre&ilve Interest In 
the piece. Then quickly, a cose that 
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hsd been holed sway for "further 
study** went to a gnnd Jury and an 
Indictment came down. That, ot 
course^ needn't mean that the case 
wUl-be-tlncerely proaeculed. It still 
would be poaslble to give a pal a 
break by assigning some ambidance 
chaser^ to prosecute the case In 
court, 'some clown guaranteed to 
boot the case right out the wlndoF 
or commit a re^'crslble error every 
day. 

It is even pOBBlble. for It has 
happened, as tn some notorious new 
deal Ux fraud coats, for a federal 
district attorney to walk Into court 
with a stralgfit face and move the 
dismissal ot his own Indlctmenta. A 
grand Jury might bo offended jmd 
gather again Informally to pass a 
harmless resolution of regret. But 
that would be only a 34-hour news 
story and a minor one at thaL 

The departmenta almply will not 
Investlgsle themselves. The war de- 
partment win not publicise startl- 
ing Incompetence or dishonesty In 
the war department and It would be 
likewise foolish to expect the de- 
partment tl labor to produce a 
strong condemnation of the faults 
which moved Mr. Roosevelt to take 
Immigration away from labor and 
hand It over to Justice. And. Just 
BO. If there Is to be any clear publl: 
understanding of the Immlgratlim 
ond refugee figures, that can be had 
only In spite of the department of 
Justice and only through a con- 
gressional Inquiry. 

A preliminary study of these pur- 
alts by Sen. Chapman Rerercomb of 
West Virginia on behalf of the He- 
publican steering committee, pro- 
duced only enough Information to 
suggest that the department of Jus- 
tice U deliberately hiding Uie truth, 
for many questions' were simply Ig- 
nored In the department's responses. 
The result now probably will be a 
rousing senatorial Investigation, sc- 
companled by ahrlil charges of fss- 
clim against men «'hose legltlmnte 
Interest in an Important publlo mat- 
ter wilt be construed aa evidence tliat 
they hate all the unfortunatee who 
have come here, legally or Illegally, 
and all who want to come. 

The cost of these InvestlgaUons In 
money Is not great, tmt they do con- 
sume the time of men who were bel- 
ter occupied at other work. In some 
cases the oommlttets have been 
corelfss In Ihelr eelecilon of profes-' 
slonal In ves tig at on, on the order ot 
the private detective, lo do their 
spsdc work and bring In documeiils 
snd witnesses.
